A CALL FOR greater productivity 
was Made in Jerusalem yesterday 
by the Government, the Histadrut 
and the employers.

Ismail Aly, 
Egypt’s War 
Minister, dies 


CAIRO. — Egypt's Minister of War, 
Field-Marshal Ahmed Ismail Aly, 
died yesterday. The official announ- 
cement by the Middle East News 
Agency did not give any further 
details, byt well-informed sources 
here said Ismail died in London, 
where he was receiving medical 
treatment for an ailment believed 
to be cancer. 

Ismail, 55, was in charge of the 
Egyptian and Syrian forces during 
the October war. He took part in 
the first Arab-Israel war of 1948, 
in the Suez War of 1956 and was 
Chief of Staff of the Egyptian forces 
during the Six Day War. He train- 
ed in Britain and the Soviet Union, 
and became War Minister in October 
1972, 

Lieut-Gen. Abdel Ghani Gamasy, 
Chief of Staff, is tipped as a pos- 
sible successor. He is reportedly 
acting ‘as Minister of War. 

Ismail Aly, who was algo a deputy 
premier, will be given a state fu- 
neral tomorrow. The procession is 
expected to be Jed by President 
Sadat. 

The field marshal — promoted 
to this highest -military rank“ only 
last. February — was one of the 
closest military aides of the Pre- 
sident.

— A raging 
four-hour cyclone devastated Aus- 
tralia's northern port city of Darwin 
early yesterday leaving about 50 
people dead and half of its 40,000 
population homeless. 

Hundreds of people were injured 
when the frat 200 kph winds roared 
into the city from across the Timor 
Sea.

Three die in 
Cairo building 
CAIRO (AFP). — Three persons 
were killed when an ti-storey re- 
sidential building collapsed here on 

Tuesday. 

‘When it was discovered two months 
ago that its foundations would sup- 
port no more than six floors, the 
building was evacuated. But the 
owner, his daughter and a third man 
had apparently rematned, and died 
when. the foundations finally. gave 
way under the excessive stress.

army dismissal 


TEL AVIV, — A group of former 
Moroccans, protesting “discrimina- 
tion” in the army's failure to 
renew the contract of a Moroccan 
cook, is threatening to rarest 
strike if an army psychiatrist is 
not dismissed. 

The group, headed by Victor Teir 
of the Tel Aviv Labour Council, 
yesterday showed reporters what 
they said was a copy of the 
psychiatrist's report on former 
Rav-Samal-Rishon Shimon Almakis. 
This described the cook as “rather 
primitive, of the Moroccan type... 
who despite his eighth- certi- 
ficate is really at the level of a 
third-grader." 

The Army aays Almakis did not 
have his five-year contract extend- 
ed solely due to physical and 
psychological problems which went 
back many years and of which he 
was well aware. All attempts to 
find other work for him in the 
army had failed, and he was there- 
fore released from service on Nov- 
ember 25, 1974. No discrimination 
was involved, the army spokesman 
said. 

The former sergeant’s supporters 
said yesterday that they have 
written the Defence Minister, the 
Chief of Staff, the army ombuds- 
man and the chairman’ of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Def- 
ence Committee. To support their 
demand that the psychiatrist be 
fired, they noted that the psychiatr- 
ist, in reporting that Almakis did 
not know the multiplication table, 


had misspelled the word “multi- 
plication.” 
Mr. Almakis, who was present 


at yesterday's Beit Sokolow press 
conference, admitted to being in 
Poor health, and said he had re- 
cently undergone an operation.

— Several dozen. re- 
sidents of dilapidated and dangerous 
houses yesterday staged a peaceful 
sit-down —- for the second straight 
day — in front of City Hall here, 
to back their demand for alternative 
housing. 

The group, who sat from 9 am. 
to 5 p.m, said they represent 500 
families — 2,000 people — mainly 
from the Shabazi quarter (where 
@ house wail collapsed in recent 
rains) and the Shaplro quarter. 
They said they would step up their 
action if they got ‘no response. 

Some time after noon a delega- 
tion led by slums committee chair. 
man Hlimelech Ron entered the 
building to meet with Mayor Shlomo 
Lahat. The mayor told them he 
would next week give them his 
conclusions from a recent tour of 
the Shabazt quarter. For the presezt, 
he suggested that residents of con- 
demned buildings apply to the Ha- 
lamish housing firm to find out 
whether they could benefit from its 
sale or rental housing. Mr. Lahat 
replied favourably to the idea of 
making a survey of dilapidated 
buildings in the Sha»azi quarter. 

After the meeting the strikers 
told reporters they could not ma- 
nage to meet Halamish's terms. They 
demanded alternative housing in ex- 
change for their old and collapsing 
flats. 

Meanwhile, the Director-General 
of the Housing Ministry, David 
Veinshal, said during a Tel Aviv 
tour of Halamish projects that the 
time had come to concentrate on re- 
housing people living in substand- 
ard conditions. Mr. Veinshal, who was 
accompanied by Tel Aviv Deputy 
Mayor Peretz Unikovsky and Hala- 
mish head Aharon Ferber, noted 
that a third of the country's 50,000 
substandardly housed families were 
in Greater Tel Aviv. These could 
apply for IL80,000 Housing Minis- 
try mortgages, repayable at 1200 


8 month, to buy flats on the private 
market; or they could apply to the 
municipal housing companies, such 
as Halanush. 

According to Mr. Unikovaky, Ha- 
lamish wanted a IL385m. budget 
for 1975, as against [L122m. for 
1974. The proposed figure could pro- 
vide a lot of “housing solutions,” he 
said, adding that he doubted the 
Government would approve it. 

Halamish, he explained, sells its 
flats at cost, taking the buyer's old 
flat as cash and up to IL225 a 
months in mortgage payments, He 
complained that’ residents of a num- 
ber of slum quarters, including Kfar 
Shalem and Shetkh Muwannis, re- 
fused to take its flats and asked in- 
stead for more small houses to be

Truckload 
of sugar 
disappears

ASHDOD. — Twenty-five thou- 
sand kilograms of sugar has dis- 
appeared en route from Ashdod 
to the central parts of the coun- 
try. 


Two conflicting versions of how 
it disappeared are circulating 
here. 

The first says the truck with 
the sugar was hijacked about two 
months ago. The truck driver 
stopped at a service station to 
use the rest room and returned 
to find someone had taken his 
truck. 

The second version, believed to 
be eloser to the truth, says a 
truck driver with false licence 
plates and a forged work order 
entered the port and leaded the 
25 tons, left the port, and then 
disappeared. A man who controls 
traffic inside the port told The 
Jerusalem Post the incident occur- 
red about a month ago. The police 
are investigating the cage, but so 
far no signs of the truck or the 
sugar have been found, he satd. 
He added that since that incident

HAIFA. — The Council for 8 
Beautiful Israel has severely at- 
tacked the outline plan proposed by 
Prof. Alfred Mansfeld for the ridge 
of Mt, Carmel, The only aspect of 
the plan which the council appears 
to approve of is the fact that a 

Plan was attempted at all. 

In the past 20 years no up-to-date 
outline scheme governed the city’s 
growth. Panorama Read — one of 
the country’s most scenic through- 
ways with a panoramic view of the 
town, the sea, the Plain of Zebulun 
and Galilee — has been neglected. 
Buildings elong it, such as the Dan 
Carmel Hotel and the Nof Hotel (to 


Se opened next year), were licensed © 


as deviations from an outdated 
town- scheme. 

The council pointed to “a number 
of dangers” in the plan requested 
by the city. It says Panorama Road 
should not be turned into a major 
traffic artery that would become a 
grave nuisance ecologically, The 
road's pedestrian promenade should 
be separated from it by a significant 
difference in their levels. The view 
up the ridge should remain open to 
people down below. More green 


Space should be allowed in the area, 


along the Carmel ridge. 

The Mansfeld plan does not ban 
high-rise towers, and the council 
commented they should be avoided 
at all costs, recommending building 


permits for two such towers be can-

Seamen win

TEL AVIV. — Eliahu Gordon, 
owner of the country’s oldest riding 
academy, yesterday told The Jeru- 
Salem Post that he is willing to 
drop his suit against the Defence 
Ministry in return for an official 
statement clearing him of all involve- 
ment in the Wolfgang Lutz spy case. 

Gordon said he was prompted to 
file the suit, reportedly for 11.50,000, 
because of the persistent refusal of 
the Defence Ministry to issue any 
Statement absolving him of compli- 
city. 

Wolfgang Lutz, who now calls 
himself Zeev Gur-. was ar- 
Tested and tried by the Egyptians 
on charges of spying for Israel. 
Lutz, who was released in 1968, 
allegedly claimed at his trial that 
he had been pressured into working 
for the Israel Security Services by 
Eliahu Gordon. ‘ 

Gordon, said that, although it was 
true that Lutz was an old friend, he 
(Gordon) was not personally involv- 
ed in the affair. He said one of 
the reasons he filed the law suit 
was Lutz's deriding remarks on the 
quality of Gordon’s riding academy, 
which was established in 1934. 

Gordon explained that he kept 
silent at the time of the trial and 
in later years because of requests 
from the Defence Ministry, although 
he knew this was “tantamount to 
an admission.” He was advised that 
ἃ premature denial might hurt Lutz 
or his wife, or otherwise harm se- 
curity interests. 

Gordon pointed out that he has 
suffered financial losses because of 
his “involvement.” He said 
Many foreign diplomats, who had

their embassies.” He also seid that 
he has suffered personal inconvent- 
ence, even to receiving letter bombs.

20 home counsellors 
graduate first course

BEIT SHEMESH. — Twenty young 
mothers, bursting with newly ac- 
quired ideas on how better to run 
the house, graduated from ἃ special 
one-month course here yesterday 
and will start work as home coun- 
sellors to disadvantaged women in 
the near future. 

While their children were at 
school, the students learned how to 
balance a tight family budget, pre- 
pare nutritious --- but — inexpen- 
sive meals, take care of household 
equipment and be more patient with 
children. As full-fledged home coun- 
sellors, they will each be assigned 
to two low-income Beit Shemesh fa- 
milies and impart what they have 
learned --to -the mothers. Working 
thrée“hours_a day, they will receive 
an hourly wage. 

Addressing the graduates at the 
Beit Gill community centre here, So- 
cial Welfare Minister Michael Ha- 
zant said that strengthening poor 
and disadvantaged families was one 
of the most important social tasks 
to be met. He said he hoped the 
first-of-its-kind home counselling 
course — which is supported by his 
ministry — would be copied in other 
development towns, 

Mr. Hazani asserted that the real 
budget allocated to social services 
had to be increased so that help to 
the poor would not be a casualty of 
the new economic measures. “There 
is a slowdown— perhaps even a re- 
treat — in the rehabilitation of dis- 
advantaged families, and it could 
have serious consequences.” He 
added that, with a few exceptions, 
people on welfare prefer to work 
than to remain on the dole.

Crew overcomes 
hijacker on

ROME. — A Czechoslovak-born Ca- 
nadian bolted into the cockpit of an 
Air India jumbo jet yesterday and 
commandeered the craft for two 
hours but was overpowered ' when 
he ordered the pilot to crash into 
the centre of Rome. 

The man wes identified as Jozef 
Homolov, 30, who has Hved in Ha- 
milton, Ontario, since 1968. Cabin 
staff overpowered him shortly be- 
fore the plane, carrying 170 per- 
sons, landed here. . 

He told reporters after he was 
taken from the Bombay to London 


flight: 

“People in Bombay saw me chang- 
ing money and saw I had a lot of 
money. They got on the plane to rob 
mre so I forced the plane down in 
Rome.” Police said Homolov carried 
20 counterfeit Canadian $100 bills. 

Homolov said: “I did not have a 
gun, only a small knife. I went to 
the flight deck and told them I 
would smash the instruments if they 
didn't do what I said.” Dressed in 
jeans and a sports shirt, he ap- 
peared to be mentally strained. A 
head wound was covered by a plas- 
ter, a result of his struggle with 
the plane's cabin crew. 

The plane was carrying 151 pas- 
sengers and 17 crew. It was bound 
for London from Bombay with sche- 
duled stops at Belrut and Rome.

MELBOURNE (UPI). -— John 
Stonehouse, the British Member of 
Parliament who surfaced In Austra- 
lia five weeks after he disappeared 
in Miami Beach, has appealed to 
the Australian government to be 
allowed to remain in Australia ag 
@ permanent resident. 

Stonehouse, who police claim en- 
tered Australia illegally on Novem- 
ber 27 and December 12, said last 
night through his attorney that he 
wants to begin a new life away 
from social pressures and blackmail 
threats. 

The former Labour Cabinet Min- 
ister, who was arrested by police 
in Melbourne on Christmas Eve, may 
explain why he fled when he appears 
in the Melbourne City Magistrate's 
Court today. Police said no charges 
had been made egainst him 

Stonehayse,_ whoee.,. 
out to join him, sent 4 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson blam- 
ing business pressures and various 
blackmail attempts as reasons for 
his disappearance. The message 
made public by the British Council 
General in Melbourne, said: 

“Please convey to the Prime Min- 
ister my regret that I have created 
this problem; and to all others 
concerned. 

“My wish was to release myself 
from the incredible pressures being 
put on me, particularly in my busi- 
ness activities, and various attempts 
at blackmail. I considered, clearly 
wrongly, that the best action I 
could take was to create a new 
Identity and attempt to live a new 
life away from these pressures.

Pope Paul

VATICAN . — Pope Paul VI 
opened the Roman Cathelic church's 
Holy Year with three tapn of a 
silver hammer on the holy door 
leading Into St. Peter's Basilica. 

Helped by two white-robed car- 
dinals, the T7-year-old Pontiff walk- 
ed through the door just before 
mhidnight on Christmas eve to in- 
augurate what he hopes will be ἃ 
year of reconciliation and renewal 
in a divided church. 

A congregation of 20,000 in St 
Peter's and millions of television 
viewers around the world watched 
the heevy stone door, creaking 


; loudly, lowered away on ropes and 
x Duileys. 


It had not been opened 
since the iast holy year in 1950 when 
it was bricked up. 

All over Rome. church bells be- 
gan to peal in unison to mark the 
Opening of the 25th of the jubilee 
celebrations which were initlated by 
Pope Boniface VIII in 2100. 

The Pope told the world in hig

Christmas offers “a bright flash” in 
8. “splendid and tormented” world 
marred by conflicts among men and 
nations. 

Christmas a source of happi- 
ness and hope,” the Pontiif said in 
his “urbi et orbi" (the city and the 
world) message to a crowd of more 
than 20,000 gathered in St. Peter's 
Square. 

The solemn Christmas eve cere- 
mony was beamed by television to 
45 nations. The special ceremony 
launched a year dedicated te heal- 
ing differences in the Roman Catho- 
lic church and the world. 

The ceremony was marred slightly 
when pieces of masonry from the 
Bastlica's holy door suddenly fell in 
front of the Pope. Several small 
pieces struck him on the right 
shoulder and arm but he pulled back 
and the mishap did not seem to hurt 
or upset him. Most of those attend- 
ing the ceremony in the Basilica's 
portico did not notice the split se- 
‘cond mishap, but it was clear to 
television viewers and the Italian 
commentator referred to it. 

Thousands of pilgrims, many of 
whom had waited since dawn, passed 
through the holy door. They crowd- 
ed through, kneeling to kiss the 
threshold or cement frame. Millions 
of pilgrims are expected to pass 
through the door during the Holy 
Year. 

Police put up a strong security 
net around the Square both for the 
midnight ceremony and yesterday's 
Christmas mass and message fol- 
lowing anonymous threats from the 
neo-fascist “Black Order” to put 
bombs in Italian churches on Chris- 
mas day.

The worst off pollution in inland 
sea history began when 18,750 
barrels of heavy oil flowed from 
Mitsubishi Oi! Co.'s, Mizushima re- 
finery last Thursday night. 

The oil spill continued to spread 
toward the Pacific Ocean Wednes- 
day as the damage to fisheries and 
beaches mounted past 20.6 million 
dollars. 

About 50 fishing and patrol boats 
cleaning up the oil and laying an 
oil fence to check its spread have 
been hampered by winds and sea 
current. 

Fishery Agency officials have 
estimated the damage will reach 
33.3 million dollars before the crude 
oll leaked last week from a tank 
at the refinery can be cleaned up. 

An ofl worker reportedly said he 
was transferring oi] from one tank 
to another, exerted too much pres- 
sure and caused one of the tanks 
to spring a leak, officials said. 


Soviet planes 
buzz Japan 


TOKYO (UPI). — The Soviet Union 
has stepped up air reconnaissance 
activities around Japan for unde- 
termined reasons, Japan's Air Self- 
Defence Force reported yesterday. 

Officials said six TU95 long-dis- 
tance “Bear” reconnaissance planes 
made three flights around Japan's 
territorial air space in the week 
starting December 19. 

It was the first Ume in six years 
that Soviet epy planes have made 
such flights around Japan’s ter- 
ritorial limit, the officials satd. 

They said that in the latest in- 
cident, a pair of “Bears” appeared 
off the western coast of the Japan 
Sea, and flew north along the coast. 
Sixty Japanese planes scrambled 
from their bases but there was no 
territorial violation by the Soviet 
Planes, the officials said. 


‘Churchmen who break law 
should get special treatment’

LOS ANGELES. — The Apostolic 
Delegate In Jerusalem said in an 
interview with the “Los Angeles 
Times” this week that heads of 
Christian communities should be 
given special treatment when they 
break the law. 

Archbishop William Acquin Ca- 
rew, questioned about the 12-year 
sentence given Archbishop Hilarion 
Capucci for terrorist activity, said,

An incentive plan 


‘for hotel workers 


By MOSHE ATER 
Jerusalem Post Economic Editor 

An ingenious plan for produc- 
tivity incentives has been proposed 
by Mr. Murray Isaac Bernstein, 2 
hotel expert, and is currently being 
considered by the authorities con- 
cerned. Taking into consideration 
both that the country’s hotel ind- 
dustry is now operating far below 
capacity, and that a weekend in a 
hotel would be attractive to most 
people, the plan accordingly sug- 
gests offering such a stay as an ἰπ- 
centive for increase of productiv- 
ity. 

The incentive would be offered 
for production in excess of the 
amount needed to reach a break- 
even point plus a certain profit 
margin in business companies or a 
certain service level in administra- 
tive units. In each case a specific 
scheme would have to be worked 
out'for calculating this excess in 
percentage terms, and each emp- 
Joyee would earn ἃ proportionate 
share of the total incentive accor- 
ding to his weekly hours worked 
and job classification. 

From the extra profits earned or 
savings achieved, bookings could 
be purchased at various hotels par- 
ttcipating in the plan, with the lodg- 
ing time sold by the hotels at 
break-even cost plus the cost of 
gccommodation per day. It would 
therefore be substantially cheaper 
than the regular price. Employees 
earning the incentive would be ac- 
corded lodging in hotels of various 
classes according to a points sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Bernstein suggests that on 
the basis of 1248 cost for accom- 


modation per person per day, an 
incentive unit of two single days, 
or one day for two persons per 
month, should be tax free. He ar- 
gues that this would nevertheless 
benefit the economy because the 
incentive would boost production — 
at next-to-no-cost — while at the 
same time giving a boost to the 
hotel industry, which can achieve 
a break-even point on the basis of 
5G to 60 per cent occupancy. More- 
over, since the plan would not in- 
volve any additional cash disburge- 
ments, it would not, therefore, in- 
crease the inflationary pressure, 
since most of the hotel costs are 
little affected by the rate of oc- 
cupancy.
